THE BLAIR RILL. 


T he election of :t Republican Cong ress was 
believed for a time lo assure the success of 
the Blair educational bill. 
The Republican 
party is the party of education, and has al­ 
way s lieen ready to favor any measure that 
looked to a reduction of (he sum of ig no­ 
rance. 
The Blair bill has received consider 
able attention in Cong ress, and been support­ 
ed by some of the most intellig ent members 
thereof. 
Mr. Blair has been very industrious 
and persistent in pushing it. 
But there does 
not y et appear to be a clear course for it. 
Its friends in the South are w ithdraw ing 
their support from it as a measure that has 
ceased to he necessary . 
The New Orleans 
Times-Democrat say s a g reater interest has 
been aroused in the South in education 
In the last two 
or 
three 
y ears, as is 
shown by the larg e increase in the educa­ 
tional appropriations of Tex as, Arkansas, 
Georg ia and Alabama. 
The advice is g iven 
that “ if the Southern people will ex ert them ­ 
selves they can solve this problem .” 
The 
Nashville American thinks the popularity of 
the bill is a tiling of the past; it does not 
know a Democrat in the state who would 
now publicly avow him self in any conven­ 
tion in favor of the bill. 
The Louisville 
Co’trier-Journal ex plains the g rowth of pub­ 
lic sentiment in favor of education and the 
increasing opposition to the bill as follows : 


Every Southern state has been nrouse.l. Tax es for 
school purposes are voted freely and applied with 
care, and with ever increasing intellig ence. A lready 
the value of g ood schools from a m aterial stand­ 
point is apparent, and a g enerous rivalry lias been 
ex cited between the various states. Considering all 
the circum stances, the work done in the past ten 
y ears in behalf of education is one of the brig htest 
chap ters in the history of free institutions. * 
* 
* 
The history of the nex t ten y ears will be more bril­ 
liant than any of the past. The chief obstacle has 
been the cowardly hop- th at the Federal Govern­ 
m ent would do this work for us. We realize now, or 
a t least m o d of us realize, th a t no g reater calam ­ 
ity could have befallen education than the passag e 
of the Blair hill. That m easure is now understood 
in all its scope and m eaning . Georg ia is aw ake at 
lost, and by a vote of nineteen to ten indefinitely 
postpones the resolution indorsing the m easure.

le suppor 
unconvinced by the log ic of events, hut the head of 
« 
ittle support in the South. Some men are still 


the people is clear, and its heart beats full and 
strong , and now it sets itself faithfully to the g reat 
task of self-education. 
W e have alway s insisted that the bill was 
not a candid and statesmanlike measure, in 
that it sacrificed honesty and sq uare dealing 
in a bid for Southern votes. 
The proposi­ 
tion to throw a g reat sum of money into the 
Southern states to be distributed by the au­ 
thorities there without even the pretense of 
rendering an accouut to the federal treasury 
was a 
powerful tem ptation 
to Southern 
cupidity , and it is to the credit of the South­ 
ern leaders that they have had the firmness 
and self-respect to resist a bill that would 
have placed them in the attitude of paupers. 
They could not, consistently with their self- 
respect, accept a bounty from the federal 
g overnm ent while the states of the N orth 
were m aintaining their schools without this 
assistance. 
The bill cunning ly proposed to distribute 
the money on the basis of illiteracy , thus g iv­ 
ing it the appearance of a national appropri­ 
ation, while Ihe bulk of it went to the South. 
T his would place N ew York eq ually with 
Tex as in the list of pauper states. 
Mr. Blair 
would have stood hig her in public estimation 
as a statesman if he had frankly avowed that 
the purpose of the bill was to cure illiteracy 
in the South, and lim ited its distribution to 
the states that needed it, 
on the b asis o f a t­ 
tendance. 
This would at least have broug ht 
the children to school. 
But on the basis of 
illiteracy it would have encourag ed ig nor­ 
ance as the surest way of increasing the share 
of the state, and as an increase of schools 
would be contrary to public policy , the 
money would g o to other purposes. 
The 
stealing that the bill wouldjprovoke would be 
like that of Tam m any in its palmiest day s, 
when Tweed ruled the roost. 
If Mr. Blair will fram e a bill for the pro­ 
m otion of education in the South, based on 
actual school attendance, and under the su­ 
pervision of the authority that pay s the 
money , he will be surprised at the welcome 
it receives. 
The country has the money to 
educate its people, but it wishes the w ork to 
be done honestly and in a way to benefit the 
people for whom it is intended. 
The Blair 
bill contains no g uarantee of this.

REPUBLICAS STATE COS VESTIOS. 


THE BLAIR BILL. 


The election of a Republican Congress was 
believed for a lime to assure the success of 
the Bluir educational hill. 
The Republican 
party is the party of education, and has al­ 
ways been ready to favor any measure that 
looked to a reduction of the sum of igno­ 
rance. 
The Blair bill has received consider 
able attention in Congress, and been support­ 
ed by some of the most intelligent members 
thereof. 
Mr. Blair has been very industrious 
and persistent in pushing it. 
But there does 
not yet appear to be a clear course for it. 
Its friends in the South are withdrawal, 
their support from it as a measure that has 
ceased to he necessary. 
The New Orleans 
Times-Democrat says a greater interest has 
been aroused in the South in education 
in the last two 
or 
three 
years, as 
shown by the large increase in the educa 
tional appropriations of Texas, Arkansas 
Georgia and Alabama. 
The advice is given 
that “ if the Southern people will exert them 
selves they can solve this problem.” 
The 
Nashville American thinks the popularity of 
the bill is a thing of the past; it does not 
know a Democrat in the slate who would 
now publicly avow himself in any conven 
lion in favor of the bill. 
The Louisvill 
Courier-Journal explains the growth of pub 
lie sentiment in favor of education and the 
increasing opposition to the bill as follows 


E very S outhern s ta te has been aroused. T axes for 
school purposes a re voted freely and ap p lied w ith 
care, and w ith ev er increasing intelligence. A lready 
th e value of good schools from a m ate ria l stan d 
point is ap p a re n t, and a g enerous riv a lry lias been 
ex cited Ik tw een th e v arious states. 
C onsidering all 
th e circum stances, th e w ork done in th e p ast ten 
y e a rs in b ehalf of ed u catio n is one of th e b rig h test 
ch a p te rs in th e history of fre e institutions. * * t 
T he h istory of the next ten y e a rs will be m ore bril 
liant th an any of th e p ast. 
T he chief obstm le has 
been th e cow ardly h ope th a t th e F ed eral Gov 
in cu t w ould do Ibis w ork for us. W e realize now , or 
a t least m o-t of us realize, th a t uo g re a te r cnlum 
itv could have befallen education th a n th e p assag e 
o f th e B lair bill. T h a t m easu re is now understood 
ill all its scope and m eaning. 
G eorgia is aw ak e ,n 
last, an d bv a vote of n ineteen to ten indeflnitcl 
P ostpones the resolution indorsing th e m easure. 
It 
h a s little sup p o rt in th e S outh. 
Som e m en ore still 
unconvinced b y th e logic of ev en ts, b u t the b ead 
th e tieople is clear, an d its h eart b eats full and 
stro n g , and now it sets itself faitlU ully to th e g rea t 
task of self-education. 
We have always insisted that the bill was 
not a candid and statesmanlike measure, in 
that it sacrificed honesty and square dealing 
in a bid for Southern votes. 
The proposi­ 
tion to throw a great sum of money into the 
Southern states to be distributed by the au­ 
thorities there without even the pretense of 
rendering an accouut to the federal treasury 
was a 
powerful temptation 
to Southern 
cupidity, and it is to the credit of the South 
ern leaders that they have had the firmness 
aud self-respect to resist a bill that would 
have placed them in the attitude of paupers. 
They could not, consistently with their self- 
respect, accept a bounty from the federal 
government while the states of the North 
were maintaining their schools without this 
assistance. 
The bill cunningly proposed to distribute 
the money on the basis of illiteracy, thusgiv 
ing it the appearance of a national appropri­ 
ation, while the bulk of it went to the South. 
This would place New York equally with 
Texas in the list of pauper states. 
Mr. Blair 
would lmve stood higher in public estimation 
as a statesman if he had frankly avowed that 
the purpose of the bill was to cure illiteracy 
in the South, and limited its distribution to 
the states that needed it, on the basis o f at­ 
tendance. 
This would at least have brought 
the children to school. 
But on the basis of 
illiteracy it would have encouraged ignor- 
suce as the surest way of increasing the share 
of the state, and as an increase of schools 
would be contrary to public policy', the 
money would go to other purposes. 
The 
stealing that the bill wouldjprovoke would be 
like that of Tam m any in its palmiest days, 
when Tweed ruled the roost. 
If Mr. Blair will frame a bill for the pro­ 
motion of education in the South, based on 
actual school attendance, aud under the su­ 
pervision of the authority that pays the 
money, lie will be surprised at the welcome 
it receives. 
The country has the money to 
educate its people, but it wishes the work to 
be done honestly and in a way to benefit tho 
people for whom it is intended. 
The Blair 
bill contains no guarantee of this.

to the ease w ith w hich such drugs, such as 
arsenic, may now he obtained in India, there 
tieing practically no restriction 
on their

human poisoning in the year, arsenic was 
u-id in 41, pounded glass iii three, copper in 
six, mercury iiy five, and red lead iii three. 
IM the rem aining27 eases opium was used i

remainder. 
In ii large number of cases the 
poisoner is never discovered; a family sits 
down to rice which they have themselves 
carefully washed; all are taken ill and one 
dies; arsenious oxide in large quantities is 
discovered in the dish, but the m urderer is 
never discovered.

I)r. Lyon, analyst to the Government of 
Bombay, in his last annual report, has much 
to say on the use of poison in India. This 
seems to be on the increase, for while he had 
to 
deal with 
3G0 of 
these 
cases 
last year, 
he 
had 
only 282 the 
year before, and the general work of 
analysis had increased five-fold since the first 
report was issued in 1872. Part of this euor- 
mous increase is due to the increase in the 
criminal use of poisons, and it is noticeable 
that vegetable poisons, which were most gen­ 
erally in use a few years ago, are now giving 
way to metallic poisons. This is attributable 
to the ease with which such drugs, such as 
arsenic, may now lie obtained in India, there 
being practically no restriction on their 
sale. 
In 
84 
undoubted 
cases 
of 
human poisoning in the year, arsenic was 
used in 41, pounded glass in three, copper in 
six, mercury iu five, and red lead in three. 
<>J the remaining 27 cases opium was used in 
15, datura in five, alcohol iu two, prussic acid 
in oue, and oleander and other plants for the 
remainder. In a large number of cases the 
poisoner is never discovered; a family sits 
down to rice which they have themselves 
carefully washed; all are taken ill and one 
dies; arsenious oxide in large quantities is 
discovered in the dish, but the murderer is 
never discovered. Many cases of a similar 
character are quoted by Dr. Lyon. Flour is 
found in many cases to be adulterated with 
an enormous amount of arsenious oxide. 
Poisouiug by powderi d glass is comparatively 
new in India; there were only three 
cases during the year. 
In one a man 
threw a packet of pouuded glass into 
a race mill; in another a woman pounded her 
colored-glass bangles and mixed tbe powder 
with the grain she was grinding for her hus­ 
band’s food. In many cases the poisons are 
traced to village sorcerers, who always ap­ 
pear to have large quantities, their chief 
stock being composed of the bases of power­ 
ful alkaloids, of opium, datura, plumbago- 
root, and various mercurial compounds. 
Through these men poisons are easily pro­ 
cured, and the instances quoted by Dr. Lyon 
show that poisoning is a very common crime 
in India on account of these facilities, and 
that it is also one most difficult to discover. 
The most famous of the many lotteries in 
China at the present time is that known as 
the Weising. It is of recent origin, is most 
popular in ¡Southern China and among the 
Cantonese, and is briefly described by the 
Consul at Canton in his last report on the 
trade of that place. After describing the 
gnat College established by the Viceroy for 
the encouragement of the study of native lit­ 
erature, with its 100 acres of ground in the 
City, surrounded by high walls and a moat, 
its lecture-rooms, residences and endowments, 
Mr. Alabaster observes that, although Canton 
is not a literary City, there is no want of op­ 
portunities of education. Colleges abound, 
and an}’ boy who shows ability lias uo dif­ 
ficulty in obtaining teaching and support 
as long as there is hope of success in the 
examinations, which in China take the place 
of the race course elsewhere. Gambling, in 
the shape of lotteries on the successful candi­ 
dates, is licensed, and in place of putting 
money on the Derby the Cantonese satisfy 
their taste for speculation by backing favor­ 
ite students. The lists of those entering are 
published, and the man who can prick on the 
list of entries the greatest number of success­ 
ful scholars wins the lottery. Men ruin them­ 
selves buying lottery tickets. Tickets are 
forged or stolen, promising students arc bo- 
cussed or bribed not to put out their powers; 
examinations are, it is hinted, exposed to se­ 
rious temptations; but as racing encourages- 
the breed of horses, so the Weising lottery 
encourages the pursuit of learning and fur­ 
nishes tiie local Government with a consider­ 
able revenue in the amount given for the mo­ 
nopoly of carrying it on. 
Max J. Becker, President of the American 
Society of Civil Engineers, in a recent ad­ 
dress to that body, draws a vivid picture of 
the future of electricity, which, he says, is 
certainly destined to excel all the forces of 
Nature in the extended range of its useful ap­ 
plication. In the prosecution of subterranean 
or subaqueous operations, such as tun­ 
neling, mining, 
sinking of 
caissons, 
the use of 
electric light is found 
to be of special benefit. In its incan­ 
descent form it is absolutely safe against the 
dangers from explosive gases, and in caisson 
work it removes the risks and inconveniences 
incident to the ready and rapid combustion 
of inflammable substances under the influence 
of high atmospheric pressure. In discussing 
electric street railways, aud their ready 
adaptability here cable lines and horse trac­ 
tion are out of the question. Mr. Becker re­ 
fers to an electric railway at Alleghany City, 
which, in a distance of oue mile out of a 
total length of four miles, ascends, with a 
speed of fully four miles per hour, a hill over 
400 feet high upon a gradient of 124 per cent, 
with numerous curves of 40 feet radius, tbe 
cars being often loaded with 75 people. 
Upon the lower portion of this line the elec­ 
tric current is supplied by means of an un­ 
derground connection, and on the upper por­ 
tion of tbe line by the ordinary overhead con­ 
ductors. 
The London Times ' Vienna correspondent 
writes: ‘‘Yesterday the zone system came 
into operation ou the Hungarian railway 
lines. For traveling purposes the country is 
now divided into 14 zones, and the fares are 
henceforth to he regulated by ‘zonenge,’ and 
not by simple kilometric distance. Thus tbe 
faresírom Budapest to all the places within 
one zone are uniform in each class, although 
different sets of fares are still maintained for 
fast and slow trains. 
Fares are also 
to lie uniform for passengers traveling from 
place to place within the same zone. Three 
classes of carriages will be kept up as 
heretofore. This new system, due to the 
bold initiative of M. Baross, Ministerof Com­ 
munications, marks an epoch in the history 
of railway traveling, ami it is inaugurated 
with a very large reduction of fares. The 
following is the list of the new fares, first- 
class express, from various places to Buda­ 
pest—it being noted that the third-class fare 
is half of the first-class, and that the fares for 
slow traius are 20 per cent. less than for ex­ 
presses—: From Vienna to Budapest, 9fi. 60 
kr.; from Semlin, 9Ü. COkr.; from Flume, 
8fl.; from Lemberg, 22fl. 75kr., and from 
Gracow, 24fl. 25kr. Comparing these new 
fares with the old, one finds a general reduc­ 
tion of about 25 per cent.” 
After a sharp correspondence between him 
and William A. Poste, Deputy Attorney- 
General, Corporation Counsel Clark has with­ 
drawn from the suit brought by Attorney- 
General Tabor, at. the request of General 
James C. Duane, to test the right of the lat­ 
ter us a retired army oilicer to bold the office 
of Aqueduct Commissioner. Mr. Clark had 
advised Mayor Grant that the General was 
ineligible. Up to a few days ago it was be­ 
lieved that the case agreed on between tbe 
Attorney-Geueral and the counsel for General 
Duane, which was to be submitted to the Su­ 
preme Court, was satisfactory to nil con­ 
cerned. This agreed ease, however, is not 
satisfactory to Mr. Clark, who holds that it 
is much too favorable to General Duane, and 
omitspoints against him. He objects also to 
Laving tbe hearing in Albany County. 
Dr. Brown-Sequard is un American. His 
father, Captain Edward Brown, of the 
American Navy, was a Pliiludelphian and 
married a Freuch woman on tbe Island of 
Mauritius named Sequtyd. He and bis de- 
scondents took the name Brown-Sequard 
The distinguished scientist, whose elixir of 
youth is making a sensation, was their eldest 
child. He was educated in France but was 
afterward a professor at Harvard and prac­ 
ticed medicine in New-York City for some 
years subsequent to 1873. He married twice, 
liis first wife being Miss Fletcher, of# Boston, 
a relative of Daniel Webster. 
This year’s practice of the Prussian Artil­ 
lery Brigade of the Guards at Hammerstein, 
in Eastern Prussia, derived considerable in 
terest fiom the fact that the so-called smoke­ 
less powder was tried for the first time in 
Germany, and stood the test most satisfactorily. 


The first regiment consisted of 11 batteries, 
the second of eight, and each spent at least a 
day in firing all sorts of projectiles with the 
smokeless powder. At each shot all that was 
visible was a ball of black smoke about 
three feet in diameter, which quickly disap­ 
peared. 
Arthur C. Christian, Manager of the Ar­ 
mour Company at Duluth, Minn., who was 
arrested ou Monday for selling dressed beef 
in defiance of the law passed bv the last Leg­ 
islature, refused to pay the fine of $30, and 
was put into jail. When the case came up 
in the District Court on habeas corpus pro­ 
ceedings, it was held that the law was plain­ 
ly unconstitutional, infringing botli on the 
right of Inter-State Commerce and of trade, 
and the release of Christian was ordered. 
Recently J. Greenway, Premier of Mani­ 
toba, announced that the Government would 
at the next session of Parliament abolish the 
grant for the maintenance of Catholic schools 
throughout the country and abolish dual lan­ 
guages, doing all public printing in English 
alone, instead of English and French as at 
present. Ever since the announcement the 
French and Catholic people have been greatly 
excited, and yesterday the French members 
of the Cabinet decided to resign.
